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A NEAVY LOSS BY FIRE.

Ogden Woolen Mills Were Totally Destroyed
On Saturday Afternoon.

Airet Clty Election st Hunisvitle-Ouis
Ing of the OId Folks - Death of
Mrs, Lo W, Brown,

The Ogden woolen mills, one of the
Sargest manufacturing industrles of
the land in the state was totally des-
troyed by fire late SBaturday afternoon,
Mhe total loss amounted to §24,000, with
only $5,000 insurance

The exact cause of the fire Is not
%Xnown by Manager K. T. Wooley, but

fie belleves It orjginated in the picking
machine,, used for the pleking of rags,

which waa runping at a rapld speed |

and caused combustion, It was In that
department of the factory where the
blaze originated. With great rapidity
it spread throughout the entire upper
tleor of the building, An alarm was
telephoned to the flre department, but
a8 the mills were about two miles from
the busness part of the city and out
of the hydrant disrict, only the hose
wagon and large steam engine could be
Used.

ARRIVAL OF THE FIRE DEPART-
MENT,

When the englne arrived, on account
of the long, hard run over the rough
roads, the fire svas shook out of the
firebox of the engine and several min-
utes were lost in rebuilding the fire to
get up gteam with which to pump the
waer from the canal. By the time the
stream of water was strong enough to
play on the fire the bullding was almost
totally destroyed, but the department
worked hard enough to save the adjoin
ing bulldngs and the office; afterwards
turning’their attention to extinguishing
the blage Inside the strong rock walls
of the factory

The employes of the mills  worked
hard to save all the goods possible, but
were able to remove only a  small
amount of blankets, quilts, wool and
the affice fixtures and books: the heat
belng so excessiye they could not
gtand It, hence the |oss was almost
total,

THE TOTAL LOBRES

Jlanager E 8. Wooley has placed he
Josses as follows wool, $10.000; ma-
chinery, $7,000; building und materials,
$7.000; total, $24,000; with §5000 insur-
ance, making the loss to the company,
$1.000. The Ogden woolen mills wus
& stock company, composed prineipally
of Ogden and Weber county men, and
and was running at full capacity, pay-
ing good dividends, Besides the loss
to the stockholders, the fire has thrown
about 40 people out of gteady employ
ent,

HISTORY OF THE MILL,

“Phe mills were buill at a time when
the nalls cost $100 per keg and other ma-
terial in proportion. They were quite
celebriated in a historjcal way, The ma-
chinery for establishing them was
brought from the Missouri river nearly
40 years ago by ox teams. Lorin
Farr, for 20 years Ogden's mayor, was
the originator of the enterprise, and
went into it fointly with Phillp Pugsley,
William Neal and Alfred Randall, For a
number of yesrs the enterprise thrived,
and In 1884 Enoch Fare, who, for several
vears, was manager of the mills, went
to Boston and purchased an entirely
new set of machinery., The mills Were
cloged for geveral years soon after thig,
but gbout 10 years ago were aequired
by Mr. Platt, who again started them on
i successful era. Recently they were
made the basis of o stock company with
J. A. Hendrickson of Logan as the prin-
cipal owner, together with W, Cross
and n number of other Ogden cltigens,
The concern has pald heavy dividends
and had on foot a plan to convert some
of 118 surplus water power nto electric
power to be markete |
